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"  Be  not  ignorant  of  this  one  thing,  that  one  day 
is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand 
years  as  one  day/''  1  Peter  iii.  8.  Then  go  unto 
the  1st  and  2nd  chapters  of  Genesis,  and  see  what 
God  did  in  each  of  the  six  days  at  first,  and  then  see 
what  be  has  done  in  each  of  the  six  thousand  years  j 
and  compare  what  he  did  in  each  day  with  what  he 
has  done  in  each  of  the  six  thousand  years  ;  and  see 
what  striking  shadows  the  former  are  of  the  latter ; 
then  go  unto  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  li  For  the 
law  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come,  and 
not  the  very  image  of  the  things/1  Hebrews  x.  ]. 
"  So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image.  And  God 
saw  every  thing  that  he  had  made,  and  behold  it  was 
very  good.  And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were 
the  sixth  day,"  Gen.  i.  26,  31.  Then  see  from  this 
what  is  to  be  done  within  the  sixth  thousand  years, 
from  the  words  of  the  apostles,  "  We  look  for  the 
Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  will  change  our 
vile  body  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glo- 
rious body,"  Phil.  iii.  20,  21.  "  We  know  that 
when  he  shall  appear  we  shall  be  like  him,"  John 
iii.  2.  Then  go  unto  the  seventh  day,  "  And  God 
blessed  the  seventh  day  and  sanctified  it :  because 
that  in  it  he  had  rested  from  his  work,  which  he  had 
i  created  and  made,"  Gen.  ii.  3.  Then  for  the  sub- 
stance of  the  seventh  day,  which  is  to  be  in  the  se- 
venth thousand  years,  go  unto  the  words  of  the 
apostles,  "  For  he  spake  in  a  certain  place  of  the 
seventh  day  on  this  wise,   And  God  did  rest  the  se- 
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venth  day  from  all  bis  works/'  Heb.  iv.  4,  8.    Then 
see  what  it  was  which  brought  on  the  work  of  God 
in  the  six  thousand  years.     The  serpent  beguiled 
the  woman  and  she  eat  of  the  tree  which  God  had 
forbidden :  and  see  the  consequences  of  this  disobe- 
dience.    Then  see  from  the  revelation  what  is  to  be 
the  end,  that  old  serpent  to  be  taken  away.     "  And 
I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having  the 
key  of  the  bottomless  pit  and   a  great  chain  in  his 
hand.     And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  ser- 
pent, which  is  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  and  bound  him 
a  thousand  years,"  Rev.  xx.   1,2.   Which  is  the  se- 
venth thousand  years.     Then   will  the  kingdom  of 
God  come.     "And   the  great  dragon  was  cast  out, 
that  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  which 
deceiveth  the  whole  world  :  he  was  cast  out  into  the 
earth,  and  his  angels  were  cast  out  with  him.     And 
1  heard  a  loud  voice  saying  in  heaven,  Now  is  come 
salvation,   and  strength,  and  the  kingdom   of  our 
God,  and  the  power  of  his   Christ :  foi  the  accuser 
of  our  brethren  is  cast  down,  which  accused  them 
before  our   God   day  and  night,"    Rev.  xii.  9>  10. 
From  this  we  may  see  that  salvation  and  strength, 
and  the   kingdom  of  God,  cannot  come  until  the 
Devil  is  cast  down ;   which  will  bring  all  the  good 
things  to  man  which  are  pointed  out  in  the  law,  in 
shadows.     See  also  the  words  of  Jesus  Christ  on 
this  subject.     "  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy 
the  Law  and  the  Prophets  :  I  am  not  come  to  de- 
stroy but  to  fulfil."  Matt.  v.  17.     "The  Lord  is  well 
pleased  for  his  righteousness1  sake  ;he  will  magnify 
the  law,  and  make  it  honourable,"  Isaiah  xlii.  21. 
But  as  the  law  of  God  could  not  be  magnified  and 
made  honourable  without  the  Son  of  God  coming  to 
have  his  heel  bruised  for  the  blame  which  the  man 
cast  on  him  at  first,  no  more  can  it  be  magnified  and 
made  honourable  without  the  old  serpent  having  his 
bead  bruised  for  the  blame  which   the  woman  cast 
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on  him.  And  this  is  to  be  when  the  heavens  and 
earth  pass  away.  "  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in 
no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled," 
Matt.  v.  18.  "  Looking  for  and  hastening  unto  the 
coming  of  the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  heavens  be- 
ing on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements  shall 
melt  with  fervent  heat.  Nevertheless  we,  according 
to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new 
earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness,1'  1  Peter  iii. 
12,  13*  Then  it  is  that  the  serpent's  head  will  be 
bruised,  which  will  magnify  the  law  and  make  it  ho- 
nourable. 

Archibald  Mc'Phail  continued  visiting,  and  preach- 
ing at  Leith,  Musselburgh,  Dysart,  Gallotown,  Burnt 
Island,  Kinghorn,  &c.  on  the  Banks  of  the  Forth,  in 
Scotland.  In  a  letter  dated  17  th  of  1st  month,  he 
says,  "  Satan  is  setting  the  priests  every  where 
against  me  on  both  sides  of  the  water.  I  have  been 
told  privately  that  they  are  for  putting  me  out  of 
Leith,  if  they  can  ;  but  I  think  they  will  be  sent  out 
of  it  by  and  by,  for  they  are  going  fast  by  death  : 
three  of  them  died  lately,  and  the  rest  are  at  vari- 
ance with  each  other ;  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  go- 
ing on  most  gloriously  in  every  place  where  I  go  to 
preach."  In  the  same  letter  he  writes  of  a  church 
being  raised  and  a  meeting-house  taken,  which 
shews  the  fulfilment  of  the  prophecy  uttered  by 
John  Wroe,  on  Leith  Sands  on  the  8th  of  the  8th 
month,  last  year ;  which  was  the  introduction  of  the 
visitation  into  those  parts :  the  words  of  the  pro- 
phecy are  as  follow  : — "  God  will  send  a  messenger 
to  this  place,  and  the  ministers  will  rise  up  and  peti- 
tion the  Magistrates  to  thrust  him  out,  then  you  will 
take  a  place  for  him,  and  there  will  be  a  church 
found  in  this  place,v — Another  letter  dated  the  3rd 
of  the  7th  month,  says,    "  The  magistrates  I  hear 
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are  taking  under  consideration  how  to  get  me  away 
from  their  borders."  In  autumn,  William  Muff, 
from  Bradford  joined  him,  and  they  went  on  with 
considerable  success. 

From  Archibald  McThaii  and  William  Muff,  3rd 
of  1 1th  Month.  "  Many  that  never  looked  into  their 
Ilibles  now  examine  it  daily.  The  Ministers  them- 
selves are  at  variance  about  the  doctrine  that  we 
preach," 

Joseph  Vernon  continued  his  labours  on  the  East 
Coast  of  England,  near  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  with 
some  success,  until  the  5th  month,  chiefly  at  Sunder- 
land and  Shields. 

In  the  spring  and  autumn  of  this  year  was  fulfilled 
a  prophecy  given  to  John  Wroe,  dated  Glasgow, 
39th  of  8th  month,  1827— as  follows:  "And 
Archibald  Mc1  Phail  and  Joseph  Vernon,  they  shall 
go  forth  as  though  they  were  conquering.  But  I 
will  shew  thee  things  to  come  concerning  them 
which  shall  not  be  read  in  their  hearing  till  they 
have  fulfilled  it;  for  I  tell  thee  Mc'  Phail  will  be- 
come a  great  man  in  the  eyes  of  his  hearers,  and 
pride  will  abound  much  in  him,  and  he  will  declare 
Siow  many  people  he  has  gathered  by  his  learning; 
and  the  other  will  continually  have  the  desire  for 
his  wife  to  be  with  him."" 

This  was  proved  by  letters  which  they  sent. 

From  William  Tillotson.  From  the  latter  end 
to  the  3rd  month  to  the  7th,  I  travelled  from  Ash  ton 
through  parts  of  Yorkshire,  Lincolnshire,  and  Nor- 
folk ;  afterwards  I  went  to  London  ;  from  there  to 
Bristol,  from  there  to  Ilfracombe,  and  then  returned 
to  Ash  ton,  preahing  what  I  believed  to  be  the  sense 
of  the  word  of  God,  held  forth  in  the  Visitation,  and 
encountered  much  opposition,  while  a  few  at  mo  t 
places  paid  some  attention  to  what  I  advanced. 
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From  William  Matthews. — On  Friday,  20th  of 
6th  month,  John  Wroe  and  myself  left  Bristol,  and 
went  to  Swansea,  in  South  Wales,  by  the  Steam 
Packet.  John  said  to  me  the  sea  would  be  very 
rough  towards  the  end  of  the  passage,  which  was 
so  ;  for  it  swelled  exceedingly,  and  roiled  the 
Packet  like  a  cradle.  On  the  21st  we  went  to  the 
Hebrews1  Synagogue  ;  and  John  said  to  them  that 
stood  by  him,  he  wished  to  say  a  few  words  to  them 
after  the  conclusion  of  their  service,  and  told  them 
that  the  Lord  was  visiting  the  earth  by  his  Spirit,  to 
collect  Israel  together;  and  as  they  were  brought 
together  at  the  first  In  the  land  of  Egypt,  preparative 
to  their  entering  the  land  promised  to  Abraham  and 
iiis  seed  forever, so  would  they  be  brought  together 
in  this  land,  England,  to  be  a  people,  before  they 
enjoyed  the  fulfilment  of  that  promise  to  be  brought 
back  to  their  promised  inheritance,  the  possession 
of  the  land  of  Israel,  with  Jerusalem.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  service  he  desired  to  speak,  but  one 
of  the  Hebrews  said,  They  did  not  allow  any  one  to 
speak  in  their  synagogue.  But  John  could  not  hold 
his  tongue,  he  was  more  like  a  lion  than  a  mnn ; 
and  he  said,  As  Moses  had  the  likeness  of  the  taber- 
nacle transfigured  before  him  in  the  wilderness, 
and  as  Solomon  built  the  Lord  a  bouse,  so  God  had 
.shewn  in  the  Scriptures  that  he  dwelt  not  in  taberna- 
cles made  with  hands,  but  in  man  ;  who  is  to  become 
a  living  tabernacle,  for  the  living  God  to  dwell  in. 
The  Spirit  rested  on  Jesus,  who  was  flesh  and  blood* 
and  prepared  him  to  be  a  living  tabernacle,  and  his 
body  never  saw  corruption,  but  put  on  immortality ; 
and  as  he  was  the  first  that  fulfilled  the  law  and  the 
gospel,  he  was  the  Son  of  God ;  and  the  Spirit  of 
God  dwelt  in  him.  The  Spirit  of  God  is  visiting 
the  earth  now  at  this  time,  to  collect  his  people  Is- 
rael together;  and  if  ye  will  receive  this  spirit  ye 
will  become  the  Israel  of  God,  and  put  on  i minor* 
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tality;  but  if  ye  refuse  ye  will  not.  I  am  sent  to 
you  this  morning  to  declare  these  words  in  your 
hearing,  whether  you  will  hear  or  whether  you  will 
forbear."  He  also  told  them  of  his  former  travels 
amongst  both  Hebrews  and  Gentiles,  in  many  na- 
tions; and  told  them  the  times  that  we  kept  the 
sabbath,  and  that  the  seventh  day  was  a  type  of  the 
Millennium. 

His  speaking  as  above  being  agreeable  to  a  Com- 
munication dated  Glasgow,.  19th  of  8th  month,  1827, 
"  If  thou  be  in  a  town  where  they  have  the  staff  of 
bands,  and  a  synagogue,  thou  shaltkeep  my  sabbath 
fhere,  with  him  that  is  with  thee ;  for  I  will  there 
cause  thee  to  rise  up  like  a  lion  in  the  midst  of 
them,  and  thou  shalt  testify  of  their  ways." 

At  two  o'clock  on  Sunday  the  22nd,  He  preached 
on  the  sands,  to  about  2000  people,  and  declared 
many  things  revealed  to  him  in  communication. 

In  the  6th  month,  William  Matthews,  of  Bristol 
commenced  his  visits  to  several  places  in  the  North 
West  of  Devonshire,  many  of  the  towns  in  South 
and  North  Wales ;  from  thence  he  preached  in  the 
towns  on  the  way  to  Ashton,  and  afterwards  in  many 
towns  from  thence  to  Bristol. 

Extracts  from  his  Journal.  At  Neath,  two  gentle- 
men came  and  asked  me  of  our  doctrine ;  in  course 
I  said  that,  as  the  doctrine  of  the  Gospel  for  the  sal- 
vation of  the  soul  was  needful  to  be  received,  be- 
lieved, and  obeyed,  before  it  could  be  obtained  ;  so 
likewise  the  Gospel  of  the  redemption  of  the  soul 
and  body  was  needful  to  be  received,  believed,  and 
obeyed,  before  it  could  be  obtained. 

At  St.  Clares, — A  minister  in  this  place  told 
me  that  he  did  not  believe  any  thing  of  the  Millen- 
nium :  I  said  to  him,  it  was  plain  that  he  must  leave 
a  great  part  of  the  scriptures  unobserved:  he  ac 
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knowledged  it,  and  prevailed  in  nothing  against  me, 
as  the  scriptures  I  quoted  to  him  were  too  clear  to 
be  denied.  So  he  left  me  with  these  words,  that  he 
wished  not  to  be  the  means  of  hindering  a  congre- 
gation assembling  to  hear  my  doctrine. 

At  Laugblarne, — Two  Calvinist  Ministers  came 
to  me,  and  asked  me  many  questions  about  the  king- 
dom, and  held  with  all  I  said  to  them  about  it; 
and  they  went  through  the  town  and  observed  to  the 
people  that  I  was  a  man  of  sound  principles  ;  they 
sought  for  a  chapel  for  me  to  preach  in,  but  failed. 

At  St.  David's  had  conversation  with  a  student 
and  a  Batchelor  of  Arts,  who  appeared  pleased  with 
what  I  said.  After  I  had  finished  preaching,  a  gen- 
tleman observed  to  the  student  whom  I  had  before 
been  in  conversation  with,  that  sounder  doctrine  he 
never  heard  in  his  life,  and  he  would  defy  any  man 
to  prove  any  thing  I  said  unscriptural,  even  if  it  was 
the  Bishop  of  St.  David's.  He  came  to  me  after- 
wards, and  expressed  his  pleasure. 

At  Cardigan. — A  man  who  had  been  a  preacher 
said  to  me,  he  was  once  of  the  same  opinion  as  me, 
but  he  now  denied  the  existence  of  a  devil:  I  ex- 
plained the  fall  of  angels,  to  them  that  were  present, 
and  all  but  this  man  acknowledged  that  there  was 
a  devil,  as  I  had  clearly  proved  it  from  the  scrip- 
tures. 

At  Bridgewater. — In  course  of  preaching  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  asked  me  if  I  was  a  prophet,  and  de- 
sired me  to  inform  the  people,  I  informed  them  I 
was  no  prophet,  but  said,  There  was  a  prophet  in  the 
land.  A  man  said  there  was  only  one  resurrection, 
and  not  two,  as  I  was  saying ;  I  proved  from  the 
scriptures  the  two  resurrections. 

At  Caerphilly. — I  dreamt  I  was  with  John  Wroe, 
and  thought  these  words  were  revealed  unto  him, 
"  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Let  the  preachers  gather 
themselves  together  to  hear  my  commands,  for  the 
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world  fight  against  my  words  that  1  have  com- 
manded the  preachers  to  declare  ;  for  the  preaching 
of  my  word  now  is  no  more  than  the  shadow  of  the 
preaching  that  shall  yet  be." 

At  Cov/bridge.— -A  man  wished  to  prove  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  was  oniy  spiritual,  but  I  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  others,  that  it  was  spiritual  and 
temporal  : — after  preaching,  some  said  they  never 
heard  any  thing  belter,  for  I  proved  ail  I  said  from 
the  scriptures. 

At  Swansea. — After  I  had  finished  mv  sermon,  a 
sailor,  a  young  man,  asked  me  permission  to  say  a 
few  words  in  prayer;  I  consented  gladly  to  this,  he 
said  in  course  of  his  prayer,  "  O  Lord,  pour  thy 
Spirit  upon  the  minister  here,  enlighten  him  more 
and  more  by  thy  holy  Spirit,  and  grant  that  thy  word 
by  him  may  do  much  good."'  I  went  to  the  house 
of  a  gentleman  where  I  was  invited  ;  a  female  said, 
She  had  read  some  of  Joanna's  books,  and  she 
knew  there  was  a  great  deal  of  it  come  to  pass.  I 
o-ave  them  everv  information  that  time  would  admit 
of,  and  they  were  astonished  at  the  doctrine,  and 
the  soundness  of  it. 

At  Kidwelly,  A  VVesleyan  minister  asked  me  if 
I  thought  all  other  seels  and  parties  were  in  danger- 
ous error  by  refusing  to  receive  any  new  revelation  ? 
J  told  him  the  error  was  great  and  dangerous, 
since  this  revelation  which  is  now  given,  is  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  the  kingdom  of  God  upon 
earth,  which  unbelievers  can  never  enjoy.  He  did 
not  contradict  any  thing  I  said. 
-  At  Brecon,  the  archdeacon  was  present  while  1 
preached,  and  observed,  that  he  never  heard  a  man 
preach  like  me  before. 

At  a  house  where  I  lodged  at  VVatton,  I  declared 
to  them  the  visitation  of  the  Lord  to  his  chosen  ser- 
vants :  I  said,  God  was  teaching  his  people  himself; 
for  the  preachers  of  the  different  sects  and  parties, 
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had  refused  to  teach  them  in  the  wav  which  was  (he 
will  of  God.  They  caused  the  flocks  to  err  from 
the  right  way,  because  they  hardened  their  hearts  hi 
unbelief  against  the  revealed  word  of  God,  which 
was  for  their  good,  and  encouraged  their  flocks  to 
do  the  same.  J  said,  When  the  Spirit  of  God  vi- 
sited the  earth  by  prophecy,  the  shepherds  of  the 
flocks  should  bo  the  first  men  in  the  world  to  re- 
ceive the  visitation,  that  they  might  communicate 
the  same  to  their  flocks  ;  but  they  were  the  first  to 
reject  it,  and  to  advise  their  flocks  to  do  the  same. 
And  it  was  for  this  cause  the  scriptures  declared  so 
many  woes  against  them.  I  said,  As  it  was  with  the 
shepherds  before  Christ,  so  was  it  now ;  and  they 
would  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God,  and  see 
those  people  whom  they  so  much  despised  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God,  upon  earth,  and  they 
themselves  shut  out.  The  people  were  struck  with 
my  conversation,  and  wished  me  every  happiness. 

At  Clun,  a  woman  said  she  dreamed  a  few  nights 
ago  that  she  was  talking  with  our  Saviour,  and  that 
the  end  of  the  world  was  nigh  at  hand,  and  that  a 
man  would  come  to  the  town  who  would  talk  with 
her  about  these  things. 

Extracts  of  Communications  given  to  John  Wroe 
by  the  Spirit. 

*  I  will  now  work  and  no  man  shall  hinder  me,  for 
it  is  the  sixth  day,  and  I  see  all  my  servants  waiting 
for  their  wages,  aud  the  day  is  far  spent,  and  in  the 
third  watch.  But  who  are  thev  that  shall  receive 
the  reward,  who  are  they  that  I  shall  make  stewards 
over  all  my  affairs  ?  Is  it  those  that  have  stopped  at 
the  law,  and  not  obeyed  it?  Is  it  those  that  have 
stopped  at  the  gospel,  and  not  done  as  the  gospel 
has  said  ?  No  ;  their  bodies  shall  return  to  dust. 
But  he  that  has  my  Spirit,  will  do  as  the  Spirit  said 
to  the  prophets. 
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I  demand  of  thee,  John,  to  declare  unto  the  peo- 
ple what  thou  hast  seen,  and  what  thou  hast  heard. 
Thou  sayest.  thou  hast  seen  a  man  holding  the  four 
winds  in  the  heavens,  with  a  presser  in  his  right 
hand,  and  when  he  pressed  down  the  air,  it  being 
confined,  it  beat  and  burnt  terribly  on  the  earth,  and 
the  clouds  gave  their  rain  mingled  with  fire,  by  the 
press  of  the  mountains  meeting  the  clouds.  Pro- 
phesy now,  and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  There 
shall  be  a  dearth  over  the  whole  land,  missing  the 
land  where  thou  now  dwellest,  and  the  place  where 
my  people  shall  be  gathered  ;  for  1  will  destroy  the 
crops  with  fire,  wind,  and  drought.  But  upon  the 
land  England  my  blessing  shall  flow,  that  the  Gen- 
tiles in  that  land  may  boast,  that  they  may  come  out 
of  all  nations  to  receive  both  temporal  and  spiritual. 

"  The   crops   of  many  nations  will  I  destroy  a 
third  part.     For  I  will  send  thunder,  fire,  storms, 
and  pestilence  ;   and   England  shall  receive  the  sha- ; 
dow,  this  year  and  the  next,  and  the  year  following, 
for  my  elecf  s  sake  whom  I  have  chosen.1* 

These  prophecies  were  given  in  the  6th  month, 
and  were  fulfilled  in  the  same  year,  1828,  and  the 
two  years  following,  in  many  parts  of  England.  We 
copy  the  following  from  a  Manchester  Newspaper, 
of  June,  1830.  "The  heavy  and  almost  incessant 
rains,  which  fell  a  few  weeks  back,  have  caused  much 
damage  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  Consider- 
able damage  has  been  done  to  the  low  lands  about 
Didsbury,  Flixton,  and  the  neighbourhood,  by  the 
river  Mersey  breaking  down  its  banks,  and  overflow- 
ing a  great  extent  of  land;  and  doing  great  injury 
to  the  crops  upon  those  lands,  particularly  the  hay 
grass.  This  is  the  third  year  in  succession  that  the 
farmers  in  that  neighbourhood  have  had  their  land 
overflowed  when  the  crops  were  on  the  ground. 
Some  farmers  have  had  the  whole  of  their  crops  of 
hay  destroyed. 
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"  I  will  now  make  the  world  rage  ;  their  voices 
shall  roar  like  the  sea; — the  words  that  I  give  thee 
shall  confound  the  whole  world  by  them  that  1  send 
with  it ;  for  the  remnant  of  Israel  shall  be  leavened 
by  my  Spirit,  which  is  in  England,  Ireland,  Scotland 
and  Wales,  then  thou  shalt  go  forth  into  other  na- 
tions. My  children  say  they  want  to  see  the  judg- 
ments, and  that  my  people  will  never  be  gathered 
till  judgments  are  come;  I  now  tell  thee  both  the 
earth  and  the  vines  shail  in  part  give  their  increase 
till  ail  Israel  be  gathered  as  one  man,  and  grafted 
and  sealed  and  married  unto  me ;  then  I  will  shake 
the  earth  and  bring  forth  leanness." 

"  That  which  I  caused  to  be  wrote  of  the  seven 
churches  in  Asia,  was  to  be  a  resemblance  of  seven 
religious  sects,  who  said,  They  held  the  lamp  of 
God.  All  these  say,  They  have  oil,  and  their  lamps 
burn  bright,  and  they  are  all  on  their  journey.  Pro- 
phesy, son  of  man,  and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
unto  the  angel  that  holds  the  vial,  with  the  virtue  of 
the  oil,  Stop  thy  hand,  O  angel !  feed  their  lamps 
no  longer;  let  their  lamps  dry  out  till  they  wither 
away  upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  Prophesy,  son  of 
man,  and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Thou  that  hold- 
est  the  golden  vial,  thou  shalt  feed  no  one  but  him 
that  walks  in  the  path  ;  for  this  lamp  shall  burn  up 
all  their  oil,  which  shall  put  out  all  their  lights  ;  it 
shall  possess  both  the  law  and  the  gospel. 

"  He  that  trusteth  unto  man,  or  the  wisdom  of 
man  shall  fall,  but  he  that  relies  on  the  word,  and  is 
fed  with  it,  shall  live  and  not  die,  and  his  body  not 
see  corruption  :  for  I  tell  thee  they  are  born  of  wo- 
men who  shall  see  my  kingdom,  and  their  bodies 
not  see  corruption.  These  are  my  children:  they 
are  all  the  children  of  one  woman,  Zion  ;  and  a  graft 
of  mine  taken  from  the  side  of  the  woman,  which 
shail  live  and  not  die.  But  the  mother  is  dead,  she 
has  seen  corruption ;  but  the  branch   liveth,  'and  it 
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shall  live  in  them;  the  twelve  stars,  and  her  twelve 
witnesses,  they  are  also  dead,  their  bodies  are  gone 
to  dust,  they  are  all  the  seed  of  corruption,  and  shall 
put  on  incorruption  ;  and  the  Branch  which  was 
taken  from  her  shall  put  on  immortality  in  my  peo- 
ple Israel.  The  world  are  all  asleep,  lying  in  dark- 
ness to  this  visitation ;  and  I  give  a  command  to  the 
shepherds  of  the  house  of  Israel,  to  awake  them, 
and  they  shall  awake  those  that  are^prepared  for  the 
mark  ;  but  those  of  the  world  they  shall  not  awake. 
But,  I  tell  thee,  Satan  will  bring  forth  many  instru- 
ments who  will  say,  They  will  wear  my  mark  ;  and 
they  will  say,  They  will  keep  my  law  :  but,  I  tell 
thee,  they  will  be  like  the  Hebrews  and  the  Gentiles ; 
their  bodies  shall  go  to  corruption." 

"  I  will  bring  nothing  upon  my  people  or  the  world, 
but  I  will  bring  it  upon  thee  first,  and  thou  shalt 
bear  it  both  for  the  world  and  my  people  :  famine 
and  pestilence  shall  touch  thee,  hunger  and  thirst 
shall  compass  thee,  and  all  manners  of  liess  hall  be 
told  of  thee,  though  thou  be  ragged  and  tattered. 
And  for  the  sake  of  my  people  Israel  thou  shalt 
bear  the  smart,  for  the  evil  shall  bruise  thy  body."- 

"  I  was  wandering  to  and  fro  in  the  fields,  and  lost 
1o  my  thinking,  and  the  words  of  the  Lord  came  to  me 
saying,  Hear  now  the  words  that  I  give  thee :  I 
will  drive  many  of  the  house  of  Israel  as  1  have 
driven  thee  from  thy  rest :  they  shall  join  my  cove- 
nant and  then  depart,  and  wander  as  thou  wanders. 
Some  shall  be  driven  awav  bv  their  wives,  and  some 
by  their  husbands,  till  they  forsake  my  people;  and 
when  they  return  back  to  their  wives  and  husbands, 
the  enemy  shall  have  sold  them  up ;  so  that  they 
shall  be  without  home,  without  habitations,  and  then 
they  shall  return  to  my  people  and  serve  me.  I 
bring  these  things  upon  thee  that  they  may  be  a  re- 
semblance of  my  people.-1
